Newbury’s bicentennial year has made us all look at our roots, our 
progress, and our future. We are no longer an agricultural community. 
More and more the population is made up of those who have come to 
us from out of state and from the larger population centers of New 
Hampshire. By state measurements we are one of the fastest growing 
towns in Merrimack County. Officially our resident population in 1978 
was 885. Coupled with the increase in population is another problem 
that faces all of us — inflation. 


The immediate and most obvious effect of these factors is the 
sharp increase in the cost of government, reflected in the 15% in- 
creases in taxes. This rise is traceable to the increased cost of the 
school system, the apparently inevitable rise in wage rates, the neces- 
sity of maintaining property owned by the town, the requirement of 
changing from a burning dump to a much more costly transfer station, 
the maintenance of our town roads, and the replacement of equipment 
as it wears out. 


Your selectmen have tried to plan for orderly replacement of 
equipment by the establishment of capital reserves, created in part by 
the use of Federal Revenue Sharing funds and in part by appropriations 
from the general fund. This year both fire stations have been given new 
roofs, while the Veterans’ Memorial Hall has been painted and 
repaired. The Fire Department will soon take delivery on the new 
Tanker-Pumper authorized by the 1978 town meeting. In the coming 
year we hope to paint and make necessary repairs to the library, 
acquire a second-hand fire engine at reasonable cost to replace another 
obsolete engine, and to upgrade the Fire Department’s communication 
equipment. 


The selectmen through the town’s membership in the N.H. Mu- 
nicipal Association have attended several workshops with the purpose 
of increasing their managerial efficiency. But in the end it is the con- 
tinued loyal service of the Highway, Fire, and Police Departments and 
the untiring efforts of all the other town employees and the citizens 
who serve on the various town boards and committees that make 
Newbury a truly fine community to live in and one equipped to meet 
the challenge of its third century.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


I would like to take this opportunity to discuss the plowing of pri- 
vate driveways which dates back to the early days when the town was 
the owner of the only plows around. 

The people have voted several times during recent years to con- 
tinue the service of clearing private drives, free of charge, at the dis- 
cretion of the road agent although it is contrary to state law to do so 
without charge and to do so before all necessary public road work is 
done. 

Due to the added work today because of the increase in population, 
school bus routes, mail routes, emergency vehicles etc., and with no 
increase in crew and equipment numbers, we are finding it harder to 
handle the private work load as promptly as in the past, especially 
during periods such as the Jan. 24, 1979, heavy storm with breakdowns 
added to the problem. After working 90 hours a week to keep the roads 
passable, complaints about private drives are not too popular, unless it 
is a real emergency. Many times we have to omit equipment mainten- 
ance between storms to do private work. 

I hope this will make our problem a little more understandable to 
the people.

NEWBURY PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The library had an eventful year. We participated actively in the 
state-wide Right to Read program which involves trying to stimulate the 
interest of the school children in reading. To this end, the trustees 
sponsored a contest, under the supervision of the reading teacher, and 
with the assistance of the other two teachers, at the end of which was a 
party where books and arm patches were awarded as prizes. 

Also our library was accepted by the State Library Commission as 
an affiliated library as a part of the Statewide Library Development 
Program under the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
Chapter 201-c. This means that we may call on the District Consultant 
for help in improving our library and, hopefully, making it one of the 
best small libraries in the state. 

During the Newbury Bicentennial celebration, we hosted some very 
nice exhibits put up by members of the Bicentennial Committee. Old 
snapshots of residents and homes were featured. Also on display, was a 
Town and City Atlas of the State of New Hampshire 1892, the gift of 
Mrs. Clarence Hay. 

Furthermore, during the summer, our group sponsored a Story 
Hour for little children. Seven or eight came and were read to each 
Wednesday by the teachers and a trustee. Moreover, on two book 
buying expeditions, one hundred and thirty-six new volumes were 
purchased and six trustee meetings were held during the year. 

Also, our librarian, Mrs. Nye, ordered films each month from the 
State Library and showed them to the school children. The Bookmobile 
called three times and three hundred and fifty books were borrowed.

REPORT OF THE DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of 
New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire 
prevention and suppression program that is recognized as superior 
throughout the United States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and 
local community governments have worked together to prevent and 
combat forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work 
with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State 
funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest fire suppression costs 
incurred by local forest fire organizations, within pay rates established 
by the governor and Council. State funds matched by local funds are 
used to purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest 
fire crews and in forest fire prevention work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local 
Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is 
required is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail 
term of up to one year or both.

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


On October 18, 1978, Arthur Jones resigned as Civil Defense 
Director. Since I have been appointed as Civil Defense Director I have 
attended three meetings. These meetings have been primarily con- 
cerned with how to react to emergency situations such as heavy snow 
storms, electrical outages, floods, ice storms, and how they affect lives 
and property. 

We have established two CB’ers, one above Rich’s Service Center, 
Judy Page, and the other in South Newbury, Bruce Farnham. This we 
hope will be a means of communication in the event other means are 
not workable. Both of these people have mobile and base sets. Our 
Emergency Operating Center will probably be in the Fire Station. The 
town’s only communication equipment is located there. 

When I attended the first Civil Defense meeting we had the oppor- 
tunity to receive on loan a 1%-ton 4x4 Jeep truck with a front mounted 
winch for use as an attack vehicle for the Fire Department. It is also to 
be used as an emergency rescue/response vehicle and is housed in the 
Fire Station. 

When we are able to finalize our plans, such as emergency signals 
and other related information, we will post them in the three Post 
Offices, the library and selectmen’s office.

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SCHOOL BOARD MEMBER REPORT 


The year 1978 has been an active and rewarding year for the Kear- 
sarge Regional School Board. It would not be inaccurate to describe this 
year as a benchmark between our past and our future as a regional 
school system. Marking as it does, the last year of my three-year term, 
it has been a year of satisfaction with tasks completed; a year of con- 
cern for the challenges yet unmet. 

As most of you are aware, the struggle to provide the best educa- 
tion for our children at the most reasonable cost to our taxpayers is a 
challenge which requires many hours of deliberation and admits of no 
easy, Single-stroke solutions in view of the times in which we live. The 
lessons of the past are often faint comfort as Board Members seek to 
come to grips with complex problems. Reaching solutions which are fair 
to the district as a whole, while reflecting the concerns of local consti- 
tuencies often leads to courses of action which are long and arduous 
and only dealt with through dogged persistence and determination. 

Two such courses reached resolution in 1978. Exhaustive negotia- 
tions begun in 1977 in the matter of the district’s transportation system 
were brought to completion only last spring with the signing of a six- 
year contract which promises more efficient utilization of our resources 
in an area of the budget which escalates critically every year. It is more 
than just an old adage that regional school systems can only thrive 
upon cheap energy. Behind the final contract and the man selected as 
our new Transportation Coordinator stand hours of study, consultation, 
and difficult decision-making. In addition to this, lengthy negotiations 
with the Kearsarge Regional Education Association yielded a two-year 
contract governing salaries of our academic staff. In each case, the 
Board has carefully weighed many factors in reaching final decisions 
which serve the interests of those attending our schools as well as those 
who must continue to meet the spiral of the inflated dollar. 

This is not to say, however, that the past year has been without its 
pleasurable tasks. On numerous occasions I have been called upon by 
local constituents and trust that I have represented their individual in- 
terests with the Board. Of particular interest to Newbury’s citizenry in 
the 200th year of our township was a request I received from Mr. 
Ernest Sherman. Mr. Sherman had information that school records 
dating prior to our regionalization were stored in the basement of the 
Newbury Schoolhouse. With the permission of the Principal, Mr. 
DeCato, Ernest and I gained access to these files and found that some 
of the records dated as far back as 1857. We removed the most 
valuable of these, and they are now stored with other historical docu- 
ments in the town vault. 

In a related matter, I discovered that other towns such as Sutton, 
Bradford and Warner also have records dating prior to our regionali- 
zation. At the kindness of Mr. William F. Kidder Jr., who donated the 
facilities of the New London Trust Company, these records will be 
microfilmed. This process will reduce the present bulk of the material 
and ensure its preservation as legal and historical record. 

And now we come to the challenges that at this point are as yet 
unmet. There are many difficult choices which must be made in the 
future that will have a bearing on the quality of education which we 
provide our youngsters as well as weighing heavily on the ability of 
taxpayers to continue to meet the cost of that education. It goes without 
saying, I think, that more and more, the dictates of Federal and state 
governments erode the right of determination which should reside in 
the people and their elected representatives. Laws dealing with the 


handicapped and the learning-disabled are currently providing heated 
debate at board meetings. In the future, board members will face other 
dictates, such as the formulation of state-mandated minimum-compet- 
ency standards. These will present the board as well as our educators 
with a set of knotty problems whose implications are long-range and 
only dimly visible at this time. If you have read the local papers 
recently, you know that Kearsarge Regional’s continued membership in 
Supervisory Union #43 is undergoing scrutiny and will be reviewed in 
the not-too-distant future. Each one of these issues presents us with a 
series of difficult choices where no solution is bereft of its fiscal impli- 
cation. 

In all probability, I will be speaking to you personally before the 
annual meeting of the Kearsarge Regional District on March 17. I will 
urge each and every one of you to turn out on that day to vote for the 
candidate of your choice for the position of School Board representative. 
Further, I would urge you to attend the annual meeting to make your 
opinions felt on some of the issues I have mentioned above.

How Clean is the Lake? 


Slowly, reluctantly, one at a time the old inadequate sewage dis- 
posal systems around the lake are being repaired or replaced. 

In order that current standards be used in Newbury it is required 
that prior approval and inspection by the Health Officer be made. 
Because contractors will make lower bids for off-season work, home- 
owners with marginal systems are advised to make repairs and/or 
changes before a failure causes them in the emergency to pay the top 
dollar. 

How clean is the lake? Slowly, steadily, one at a time replacements 
are made and each is a victory for clean water.

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NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


In past years, the Newport Area Home Health Agency has sub- 
mitted one report to the five towns covered by the agency, and used 
total visit statistics in the report. This year, we have tried to respond to 
selectmen’s requests from each town and keep our town visits by 
program as specific as practically possible. The agency has added new 
services and two additional towns to its membership this past year. We 
have made more weekend calls, and have increased our emphasis on 
maternal-child health services greatly. I would like to review the 
services available to town residents through the agency. Some are 
income-eligible, others available to all residents regardless of income. 

1. Skilled Services — include Nursing, Physical and Occupational 
Therapy. These visits are chargeable through a patient’s Medicare, 
Medicaid or private insurance such as Blue Cross. These visits continue 
to be our most-used service. We were certified to provide Occupational 
Therapy services in November. 

2. Maternal-Child Health Program: We have contacted the parent 
of each child for whom we received a birth certificate either by letter, 
phone call or home visit. This service is free regardless of income to 
any town residents. Visits include newborn and mother health assess- 
ment, referral for other services and growth and development guidance 
to age 6. 

a. Well-Child Clinic: Children from income-eligible families 
may receive routine physical, developmental testing, immunizations 
until age 6 or enrolled in school. Referrals from these clinics for special 
services have averaged 20% per clinic. 

b. Dental Clinic: Free for all preschool children. Followup 
treatment is income-determined. 

c. Immunization Clinic: Free to residents of Newbury up to 
age 18 regardless of income. Due to lack of utilization, we have cut 
clinics to June, August and October but have provided special clinics 
for Head Start children. 

d. WIC: Income-eligible pregnant or nursing mothers and 
their children receive foods to improve health of preschoolers. Newbury 
residents may be eligible for this service in the coming year. 

3. Health Screenings — Free Blood Pressure, anemia and diabetes 
screening clinics are presently held at Newport Senior Center. If you 
wish additional screenings in Newbury please contact the agency. 

The agency participates in the Dartmouth Medical School program 
of Community Medicine, orienting prospective doctors to this field of 
practice. In return we receive excellent training in new medical and 
nursing information and skills. We are also participating in the devel- 
opment of a child abuse resource team which we expect to be oper- 
ational this spring. 

We are most grateful for the Memorial Donations received this 
year, and for the dedication of Mrs. Robbie Parker, current agency 
trustee. 

Speaking for our dedicated volunteers, I’d like anyone who has two 
to three hours of free time to please volunteer to help them. None of 
our free services could be available without volunteer help, which we 
need desperately! 

Visits to the Town of Newbury include: 179 Nursing (includes MCH 
home visits), 68 PT, none OT, four Health Screening, four W.C. Clinic.

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KEARSARGE VALLEY COMMUNITY ACTION REPORT 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program Center has been 
the focal point of social services delivery in this area. It has provided, 
through its staff and facilities, assistance to the community as a whole, 
as well as to low-income families. Programs such as the ‘‘Senior Con- 
gregate Meal Site,’’ ‘‘Meals-on-Wheels,’’ ‘‘Senior Transportaion,’’ 
‘‘Adult and Child Health Clinics,’’ and ‘‘Food Buying Club’’ have aided 
groups from all segments of the population. Programs such as “‘Emer- 
gency Energy Assistance’ and ‘‘Weatherization’’ have been very suc- 
cessful in providing assistance to low-income families in our area. 

Funds for the operation of the area center come from two sources. 
One is the Community Services Administration, the Federal umbrella 
agency for all Community Action programs throughout the country. 
This year the Community Services Administration is contributing 61% 
of the total operating costs of our center. 

Funding also comes from local appropriations from the towns we 
serve. The share of our total operating budget for which we ask the 
towns to contribute is based upon the percentage of local resident 
participation in Community Action programs or services. We feel that 
this is the most equitable procedure for dividing the costs between the 
towns. 

The financial support is needed for the continued operation of the 
area center, rather than for specific programs, which receive their 
funding from various sources and granting agencies. However, the area 
center staff provides the essential outreach and local administration 
which makes these programs possible. 

By having a Community Action Program Center located in the 
Kearsarge Valley, we have been able to bring services which have 
heretofore been inaccessible to some residents of our area. Funding 
provides a base of operations for outreach services and a staff of social 
service workers, who implement existing programs and plan new 
projects, specially suited to each particular town. 

We have limited the increase in budget appropriations to five 
percent, which reflects some of the increases in operating costs due to 
inflation. But those hardest hit by economic pressures are the senior 
citizens and low-income families and individuals, thus increasing the 
need for Community Action Program assistance and services. We have 
attempted to meet the growing needs of the community. 

Much of our work would be impossible without your interest and 
support. It has been appreciated not only by us, but by the persons 
benefited by our services. 

I have enclosed a copy of our budget which reflects the minimum 
costs to maintain our center, as well as compilation of participants in 
our programs from Newbury. 

On behalf of the Kearsarge Valley Community Action Center, I am 
respectfully requesting that the following article be placed in the town 
warrant, and that a line item be put in the budget: 

To see if the Town of Newbury will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $440.98 for the continuation of services to the town through 
the Kearsarge Valley Area Center of the Community Action Program, 
Balknap-Merrimack Countries, Inc. 

I would also like to request a meeting with the Board of Selectmen 
and the Budget Committee to discuss our request, answer any 
questions you may have concerning it, or to make any necessary 


changes in the budget.

Other highlights of the celebration included a pageant, written and 
directed by Ernest Sherman enacting various scenes showing life in 
early Newbury and the incorporation of the town. The Grange was 
helpful in this endeavor and their cooperation was appreciated. 

The Harbor Club had a commemorative coin designed. They sold 
these as single coins and in sets of silver, pewter and bronze. 

The Fire Department prepared and served a very successful 
chicken barbecue Saturday evening and 250 people enjoyed the 
sociability of an outdoor picnic while band music was played for their 
pleasure. 

The Women’s Helpful Organization donated an antique cane to the 
town to be perpetuated in the future and to be presented to the oldest 
resident. This was given by the Selectmen to Moses Herman Bly who 
had just celebrated his 98th birthday.

Also on Saturday the library and school were focal points of inter- 
est as they were turned into museums displaying memorabilia brought 
in by townspeople.

Marie Failla moved and it was seconded Article 14 be accepted as 
read. So voted.

Memorial Hall. 

Selectman James Wright moved and it was seconded to accept 
Article 15 as read. Voice vote. So voted. 
ARTICLE 16: To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
the heating system in the Town Hall and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of One Thousand Five Hundred dollars ($1,500) for same.

ARTICLE 24: To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
alleviating a dangerous curve which abuts the Barron property on Bay 
Point Road, and to raise and appropriate $2,500 to accomplish same. 

Selectman James Wright moved and it was seconded that Article 
24 be accepted as read. 

Voice vote. So voted. 

ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 for the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 

Roland Kinsman moved and it was seconded to table Article 25. 
Roland Kinsman withdrew motion to table Article 25. Ernest Sherman 
moved and it was seconded to accept Article 25 as read. 

Voice vote. So voted. 

ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$7,000 for the Highway Department Equipment Reserve Fund.

Harold Folsom moved and it was seconded to accept Article 26 as read. 

Voice vote. So voted. 

ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of

William Crowder moved and it was seconded to accept Article 27 
as read. 

Voice vote. So voted. 

ARTICLE 28: To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
holding our Town Meetings at Mt. Sunapee State Park in 1979. 

William Crowder moved and it was seconded to see what the 
wishes of the Town were in regards to Article 28. 

Voice vote. Article 28 rejected. 

ARTICLE 29: To transact any other business that may legally come 
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before said meeting. 

Ernest Sherman moved that we show our appreciation to Frank 
Yager for his service and assistance while serving as Selectman in the 
Town of Newbury. 

It was moved and seconded to adjourn the meeting. So voted.
